Chinese officials will 
decide next step for 
three accused of theft.

HANGZHOU, China — 
The young American ath- 
letes took a detour to this 
Chinese lakeside town on 
their way to play basketball. 
Now, in a bizarre situation 
that has entangled some of 
college sports’ most promis- 
ing players, three may not be 
able to leave it. 

UCLA freshmen Li- 
Angelo Ball, Cody Riley and 
Jalen Hill are holed up in 
Hangzhou, a tourist town in 
east China about 100 miles 
from Shanghai and the 
opening game of the season 
— in which they will not ap- 
pear. Police questioned the 
three this week on suspicion 
of shoplifting sunglasses 
from a Louis Vuitton store. 
They must remain here and 
await a decision by Chinese 
authorities on how to pro- 
ceed. 

For many, this former an- 
cient capital is a breezy es- 
cape from the industrial 
grime of other Chinese cit- 
ies. But for these college stu- 
dents, it’s probably a crush- 
ing symbol of how little they 
know about the country and 
its opaque judicial system. 

“I ain't got nothing 
to say,” Ball, 18, said Thurs- 
day evening, sounding de- 
spondent and scared when 
reached by phone in his 
room. “They don’t want us to 
talk.”

Trump and his policies make no inroads with Californians

WASHINGTON — Ayear 
after his election, President 
Trump remains wildly un- 
popular in California, and 
the state’s voters are split 
over whether members of 
Congress should work with 
him when possible, a new 
USC Dornsife/Los Angeles 
Times poll has found. 

The percentage of voters 
favoring cooperation overall

— 47% — dropped some- 
what when it came to 
Trump’s immigration poli- 
cies, which the state’s 
Democratic officeholders 
have fought with legislation 


and lawsuits. 

Most California voters 
praised immigrants and re- 
jected negative characteri- 
zations of them that have 
come from the president 
and some of his supporters. 
Eight in 10 said immigrants 
here without proper docu- 
mentation were seeking 
work, not “a handout,” and 
that they improve the com- 
munities in which they live. 

Those sentiments were 
not shared by the bulk of Re- 


publicans, a strong majority 
of whom remain loyal to 
Trump. Nearly two-thirds of 
Republicans said they ap- 
proved of the job he was do- 
ing as president; overall only 
22% of California voters gave 
Trump positive marks as 
president. 

The diversity of views 
pointed to a continuing 
truth about California: 
Under its lopsided support 
for Democrats in statewide

‘Duck and cover’ in Hawaii 


The state sees North 
Korea’s missile threats 
as real. It’s preparing 
for the possibility of 
a nuclear attack.

HONOLULU — For dec- 
ades, the wail of the nuclear 
bomb warning siren was 
ubiquitous in U.S. cities. 
Public service commercials 
drilled the “duck and cover” 
mantra into the minds of 
Americans, and the possibil- 
ity of a Soviet attack was al- 


ways around the corner. 

But after the Cold War, 
most places abandoned 
their sirens. Fears of terror- 
ism grew more urgent and, 
for many younger Ameri- 
cans, being on notice for nu- 
clear war became a relic of 
the past. 

That’s no longer the case 
in Hawaii. 

Amid increasing North 
Korean threats against the 
U.S., Hawaii has begun the 
most aggressive effort in the 
country to prepare for at- 
tack. TV commercials warn 
the state’s 1.4 million resi- 
dents to “get inside, stay in- 
side” if a bomb drops. State 
officials are holding online 


forums and flying between 
islands for town halls to field 
questions from residents. 
On Dec. 1, the nuclear at- 
tack warning siren will be 
heard in the state for the 
first time in more than three 
decades. 
A North Korean bomb is 
“a major, major concern,” 
Vern Miyagi, the adminis- 
trator of the Hawaii Emer- 
gency Management Agency, 
said recently during a semi- 
nar he held for residents ina 
packed meeting room at the 
state’s Department of De- 
fense offices in Honolulu. 
He painted a stark pic- 
ture of what emergency offi-

Industry cuts ties to 
Louis C.K. as comic 
admits to misconduct.

Louis C.K.’s candid ad- 
mission on Friday that he 
engaged in sexual miscon- 
duct with multiple women 
has seemingly brought the 
curtain down on his ac- 
claimed career and his ex- 
tensive associations with 
several top networks. 

FX on Friday dealt the 
most crushing blow, follow- 
ing HBO and Netflix, which 
ended their deals with the 
comic after five women ac- 
cused him in a New York 
Times report on Thursday of 
sexual harassment. C.K. re- 
leased a lengthy statement 
Friday saying, “These sto- 
ries are true.” 

Executives for FX, where 
C.K. hit his most noteworthy 
creative stride in recent 
years with shows such as 
“Louie,” his fictionalized se- 
ries about a single father 
who was also a comedian, 
“Better Things” and “Bas- 
kets,” said they were termi-

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‘Trump 
strikes 
note of 
trade 
discord 


The US. will forge 
deals with nations 
individually, he tells 
Asian leaders in an 
often-scathing speech.

DA NANG, Vietnam — 
President Trump on Friday 
delivered a stern message to 
a group of Pacific Rim na- 
tions eager for signs of the 
United States’ continued en- 
gagement and economic 
leadership in the region: 
America First. 

“We are not going to let 
the United States be taken 
advantage of anymore,” 
Trump told an audience of 
business leaders assembled 
in Vietnam for the Asia-Pa- 
cific Economic Cooperation 
summit, which annually 
gathers leaders from across 
the region and around the 
world to discuss trade and 
development. 

“Tam always going to put 
America first the same way 
that I expect all of you in this 
room to put your countries 
first.” 

Though the president be- 
gan with fulsome praise, cit- 
ing individual countries by 
name for their economic and 
social progress, he soon se- 
gued to the kind ofspeech he 
often delivers to rowdy 
American arenas full of sup- 
porters — railing against un- 
fair trade practices, closed 
factories and Chinese econ- 
omic aggression. 

Unlike at those rallies, at 
this seaside conference 
where business and govern- 
ment leaders are trying to 
salvage a Pacific nations 
trade deal that Trump de- 
railed, the American presi- 
dent received scattered ap- 
plause, even as many in the 
crowd stood to snap pictures 
at the start of the half-hour 
speech. 

At a couple of points, 
Trump paused to express 
his disappointment at the 
restrained reactions. “Not 
too many people here are 
from Thailand,” he said 
when his warm words about 
the country were met with 
silence. 

After he complained that 
“while we lowered market 
barriers, other countries 
didn’t open their markets to 
us” — something the now- 
scuttled Trans-Pacific Part- 
nership would have done 
much to change for the U.S. 
— the president responded 
to an apparent heckler in the 
crowd. 

“Funny. They must have 
been one of the beneficia- 
ries,” he said, gazing into the 
audience. “What country do 
you come from, sir?” 

Trump offered harsher 
criticism of China, mostly 
not by name, than he had 
publicly in that country. He 
spoke against countries that 
use “government-run indus- 
trial planning and state- 
owned enterprises” and en-
